SAME IS lh OUR HANDS. 
United States an Important Foetor In 
Eastern Situation. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—The United 
States is more of a factor in a game of 
International politics which is now in 
progress over affairs in the east than 
is generally understood. 
“All the great European powers are 
seeking to ascertain the attitude of this 
country on the great eastern problem, 
and until that is known there will be 
no move on the international chess 
board. 
Your country thus has a com­ 
manding position in the big fight that 
is going on, and by a shrewd diplomacy 
ought to be able to obtain almost any 
concessions in the east that are de­ 
sired." 
The 
foregoing declarations 
were 
made by one of the oldest members of 
the diplomatic corps in Washington, a 
man whose country occupies a neutral 
position in regard to the eastern Ques­ 
tion, during the course of an extended 
interview on the general situation, as 
he views it, through unbiased specta­ 
cles. 
“There can be no doubt," this diplo­ 
matist continued, “that the great Euro­ 
pean powers are planning for further 
acquisitions of territory in the east. 
How much further they will go depends 
in a large measure upon the position of 
this country. 
“It is a contest on one hand between 
Russia, Germany and France to secure 
a distinct declaration that the United 
States will not concern itself about the 
opening up of any more new ports by 
foreign countries,aiid Great Britain and 
Japan, on the other hand, to protest 
against a policy which will give any 
nation or group of nations superior 
rights in any Chinese ports. 
‘The head and center of the fight is 
just at present eight here in Washing­ 
ton and it will become even more es* 
citing upon the arrival of the new Rus­ 
sian ambassador. Until his action you 
need not look for any new move by 
Russia in the east. 
Her ambassador 
will come here prepared to explain in 
detail the exact state of affairs in China 
and with instructions not only to sound 
the United States on its position in the 
matter, but to make advances looking 
to an understanding which will give 
this country almost anything that may 
be desired in a commercial way in re­ 
turn for its moral support in favor of 
the schemes of those countries which 
have arrayed themselves against Great 
Britain and Japan in the Orient."

W as the Only Surviving Daughter of 
of the Revolution In this City, and 
Directly Connected With the Revol 
ution, The W ar of 1812, and the 
Rebellion. 


Mrs. 
Aurilla Wheelock died this 
morning at I ;20 o’clock at the resi­ 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. John J. Com­ 
stock. 
MrB. Wheelock J was born in 
Lima, New York, October 10th, 1805, 
and was therefore past 92 years of 
age. 
She was the last surviving one 
of a family of thirteen children, twelve 
of whom survived to have *f iiniiies of 
their own. 
Her father, Warren Hull, 
was a soldier in the Revolutionary 
war, and she is believed to have been 
at tbe time of her death the only sur­ 
viving daughter of the Revolution re­ 
siding in this city. 
Residing only ten 
miles from Buffalo at toe time of the 
capture and burning of that place, she 
herself carried the news to the child­ 
ren of her scnool district. 
She was married to R U. Wheelock 
at Lancaster, N. Y., iu 1831. by whom 
she had four children, Elvira, Gyrus, 
Byron and Laura, two of whom sur­ 
vive, Cyrus Wheelock, of Milwaukee. 
Wis.. and Mrs. L&ur* Comstock, wife 
of ex-Sheriff Com *, ck of this city. 
In 1856 the family removed to Fre­ 
donia, N. Y. for tbe purpose of edu­ 
cating the children, from which place 
they remove! to this city in 1865, 
Where ber husband, R. U. Wheelock 
died in 1872. 
Mrs. Wheelock bas re­ 
sided with her daughter, Mrs. Com­ 
stock, since 1886, 
A W oman of tbe Century 
Mrs. Wheelock was one of the re­ 
markable women of this cantor/. Her 
own life had extended nearly tbe en­ 
tire century. She being a woman of 
great intelligence, had gathered during 
that time a store of knowledge pos­ 
sessed by few. 
She was a patriot by 
inheritance and instinct; she was d.- 
rectly connected with her country’s 
three great wars, the Revolution, the 
war of 1812. and the war of the Rebal- 
lion; in the last war her eon Cyrus 
distinguished himself as a ‘lieutenant 
in one of the cavalry regiments of

Washington, Feb. 8.—Senator Teller 
of Colorado, occupied the entire tour, 
hour of Monday’s executive session in 
the senate in discussing the Hawaiian 
annexation treaty. 
He advocated the 
ratification of the treaty, basing his 
reasons for this position upon 
the 
grounds that the annexation of the is­ 
lands was in the interest of our com­ 
merce and in line with our national 
policy for the last half century. If the 
white man of this country should not 
be impressed with the islands, Mr. Tel­ 
ler thought they would make an ideal 
location for the colored people of the 
United States who might desire 
to 
leave the present territory of this coun­ 
try and who would find congenial em­ 
ployment in the sugar plantations and 
coffee fields of Hawaii. 
An amendment of more than ordin­ 
ary importance and significance at this 
time, was proposed by Mr. Morgan, of 
Alabama, to the resolution offered a 
few days ago by Mr. White, of Cali­ 
fornia. 
Mr. White’s resolution 
de­ 
clared that it was the right of the 
people of Hawaii to maintain their 
own form of government and the Unit­ 
ed States ought in no wise to interfere 
with it. Mr. Morgan’s amendment pro­ 
vides distinctly for the annexation of 
the Hawaiian islands, declaring that 
the present government has a right to 
make such cession to this country. 


CAN’T AGREE ABOUT PROSPERITY. 


Members of the House Indulge in na 
Animated Debate. 
Washington, Feb. 
8.—The 
house 
passed the military academy bill Mon­ 
day with one important amendment. 
The debate on the measure was desul­ 
tory, and touched a variety of political 
topics. As passed the bill carried $453,- 
540, being $26,032 less than the amount 
carried by the current law. 
The hill 
to limit the period for the refunding 
of the certificates of deposits of 1879 
to Dec. 31, 1899, was passed. 
Mr. Clark (rep., Iowa) spoke on the 
Loud hill, increasing the rates on sec 
ond-class mail matter, and Mr. Green 
(pop., Neb.) made some observations 
on the much-mooted subject of return­ 
ing prosperity. 
Mr. Olmstead (rep., Pa.) in reply to 
Mr. Greene, produced clippings from 
newspapers in all parts of the country 
showing a great revival of business and 
trade. 
* 
Mr. Olmstead said that the continued 
agitation of the silver question was the 
only thing that retarded the full meas­ 
ure of prosperity that would naturally 
flow from the Dingley law. The threat 
contained in the Teller resolution hat 
driven $40,000,000 to investment in for­ 
eign securities. 
Mr. Miers (dem., Ind.) and Mr. De 
Armond (dem., Mo.) both denounced 
the action of the house on the Teller 
bond resolution. The whole purpose of 
the republican party in the defeat of 
that resolution, Mr. De Armond de­ 
clared, was to commit the country ir­ 
retrievably to the gold standard. 


Offices to Be Open. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—The president’s 
long-expected civil service order is said 
to be at last about to be issued. In its 
terms it follows the general lines laid 
down in the letters sent to the senate 
by the cabinet officers a short wihle 
ago, but differs from them in some 
minor respects. Altogether some 4,000 
places will be excepted from the oper­ 
ations of the law, and matters will be 
decidedly interesting in consequence 
for a while.

It was Shu Ki Cheng who negotiated 
China’s first loan of 100,000,000 taels, 
and the paper suggests that if China 
were only serious she could raise an 
internal loan, entirely dispensing with 
foreign aid. Furthermore, it professes 
to know that Japan is ready to meet 
China half way by accepting guaran­ 
tee bonds.
